Madlsonvllle, Ky., April 14.— A 
sensation was created to-day when 
Thomas Thompson, aged IS, son of 
Henry T. Thompson, a wealthy mer- 
chant who was found murdered^ In a 
deep ravine near Providence the day 
after Chrlataaa, waa arraatad for 
the second time, charged with pat- 
rtctde. An Indictment was returned 
by the Webster county grand jury 
at Dixon late last night. It charged 
the boy with w!!fu! tr.-.irdcr. 

Deputy Bberitf Cosby Campbell at 
S o'eloek thla attamoon want to the 
High School at Prttvldanee, which 
young Thompson attends, and, call- 
ing the professor to the door, asked 
to speak to the accused boy. Quiet- 
ly he Informed him that he hail a 
warrant for hla arrest, charging him 
with mnrdar. 

The boy Is reported to have made 
no answer, but went back and irot 
his cap and walkod away with the 
officer. He was taken to his home, 
where he kissed his mother and two 
sistara. who completely brol-c ilov< ;i 
when they learned of tha arrest At 
.-. o'riocu he waa takan to Dixon, 
where he was lodged In Jail, P«U 
was denied him, 

Three weeks after the wealthy 
merchsnt had been found dead In 
the ravine from a biillet of a 8S-cal- 
iber sto<'l-jftiki't automatic revolver, 
his son WHS arrested, rharired with 
nrlng the shot which killed bis fath- 
er. AU avidance Introduccl nt th<; 
examining trial waa of a clrcumatan- 
tlal nature and was not safllelent to 
hold the boy. County Judge Brown- 
ing thereupon ordered his dismissal. 

Detective Sensing, of Naslivtlle, 
swore out a warrant for the arrest 
of a dose friend of young Th&mp- 
son. Kearney Benjamin, three days 
after Thompson was released from 
custody. Afiir two days of trial. 
County Attorney Bennett moved that 
tha charge agalnat Basjamln be dls- 
mlsaad. ' 

Not long afterward many ettitens 
of Providence assembled at the city 
hall, and It was decided to ask the 
Mayor to nii'ioint a secret commit- 
tee of six men to work on the case, 
the identity of tha mamban of the 
committee to be known only to 
Mayor Montgomery. It waa learned 
on the third day after the grand 
Jury was at work that It was Inves- 
tigating the case. 

Over a score of witnesses were 
examined. Detactiva Sutton, of 
Providence, who awora out the war- 
rant for Thompaon'a arraat. and De- 
tective Sensing, who swore out the 
warrant for Benjamin's arrest, tes- 
tified before the grand fury. What 
alleged evidence the citizens' com- 
mittee discoverd Is unknown. .Judge 
R. -Henson is in Henderson and has 
not yat aat tha data for Thompaon's 
trial. 

Rumors of Confession. 
Owensboro. Kv.. April 14. — A 
oiirclal from Di.xon aavs that the 
c. uMiionwealth ^vill nlace ni\ oyo- 
wttness on tbe stand to testify in the 
Thompson murder case. It Is un- 
deratood that thla witness will testl- 
fv that Henry T. Thompaon, father 
of Thomas Thompson, wl\o was ar- 
rested to-day, left home early on 
the morning of the tragedy In search 
of his son. The latter, in company 
with Kaamay Benjamin and other 
voung man. bad spent the night cel- 
ebrating Christmas. 

It Is said In Dixon that some one 
hss msde a confasalon to the grand 
Jury, but the Identltv of this person 
Is being cIo«elv cuarded. The names 
of twentv-tlve witnesses for the Com- 
monwealth appear on tbe Indict- 
ment, many of tkam baiaa the most 
i>rominant oitlaana of Pravldanca.

The resolution, as the House ap- 
proved It, Is in the form of the Ho- 
rah laaalntlon reported 'out of the 
Sonata Indieiary Committaa in tbe 
cioslng days of the last Congraaa. 
Republican opposition to the Rucker 
resolution in the House was based 
on the fact that it did not contain 
the changes afterward made In the 
fight in tbe Senate, which assured 
to Congress contlnnad control over 
eleetloiM In the several Btataa. 

After six hours of debate in which 
many deiii Mids were made for this 
change In the resolution, ail hut fif- 
teen of tlio Republicans voted for 
tha pasaage of the resolution. The 
majorltr of tham had stated during 
the debate that they would support 
the resolution anyway, because they 
wire coiiN iiKcd the public wanted 
such a ' institutional amendment 
submitted to the country aa Qtiickly 
as possible.

Kansas City. Mo., April H. — A 
heavy wind siorni. attaining the ve- 
locity of a tornado in some spctions. 
and accompanied by rain, liail and 
ItgbtnlQg,- awept over wostern Mis- 
souri, Kanna and Oklahoma to-day. 
ktlltnR twenty-three penons. practic- 
ally destroying two towna. Injuring 
almost a hundred peraoVi. wreck- 
ing scores ot biilldlnps and putting 
mlmoat every telephone and tele- 
■raph wire In the territory out of 
commlaaion. 

The tornado levied Ita greateat 
toll ot death at Big Heart, Okte.. 
where eight person! were killed, 
ten injured and almost pvery build- 
ing in the town wrecked. It has a 
population of 400. 

At Whiting, Kan., the town was 
practleaiiy"wlped off the map, alxty 
toulldlnga being blown down, thirty 
persona hurt and Mra. Darid Stone 
killed. 

At Powhattan. Kan., a woman 
and child were kilb'd. A tiiwli school 
building waa wrecked at Eskriage. 
Kan., a number of houaea damaged 
•nd from fifteen to twenty persons 
In'ured. 

At Hiawntlin, Kan., a school 
liouse was blown down, an 8-year- 
old boy. named Pelton. was killed, 
and eeveral buildings were demol- 
'Ithed. Several persona are known 
to have been hurt at Netawaka, 
Kan. A boy was killed at Manvllle. 
Ken. 

The Kansas end of the tornado 
started near Wliitiim and swept In 
a southeasterly direction for a dis- 
tance of more than fifty miles. 

It la thought that many more 
persons were killed or Injured than 
liavi- i>"n reported at this time. 
Tel. L'l aiiti and telephone crews are 
wori'.ini;. now ttiat tlio storm has 
abated, to pet the wires in shape. 
It is a big task, as onlv one wire was 
left Intact between Kansas City and 
Topeka and telegraph communica- 
tion between Kansas City and Ok- 
lahoma points was cut off. 

In Kiitisas Citv tlio storm did lit- 
tle damam-. A low horses were 
Itllled by liijlitninu aii<l some build- 
ings Struck. The rain In Kansas 
City laated about an hour and waa 
heavy. A hall atorm accompanied 
l». 

Two more deaths were reported 
from near Hiawattia latp to-nlKht. 
I'.eraldine Meisintuinu'r. in years 
old, and a small child of Otis Mel- 
lot are the victlma. The Melslnhel- 
mer girl tfought refuge with three 
companions In a country school 
houae and the building was wrecked 
noon afterwards. The dead girl's 
comi'aii Ions were tinlniurcd. It is 
rot known how the Mellot boy met 
hla death.

THECIHimi BEGIIN 

With the Fort Sumpter Fight- 
One Survivor Remains to 
Celebrate Eveot. 



New York, April 12.— Claiming 
to be the only survivor of the Fort 
Sumpter flght. which opened the 
Civil war, 50 yeara ago to-day, Oen- 
eral Roger Atkinson Pryor, aged 83, 
distinguished soldier and lawyer, to- 
day observed the anniversary by en- 
tertaining a number of war vete-^ 
rans. A apeech delivered by Gen- 
eral Pryor la Gharlestoa resalted in 
the ultimatnm betaf seat to Major 
Anderson. 

Just ."lO years apo on the 12th of 
April, 1861, the American Civil war 
began. At 4:30 o'clock on the 
moraing of that day, the Confeder- 
ate ahora batterlea at Charleeton, 
S. C, opened flra upon Fort Sump- 
ter, one of the forts located In the 
ureat liarbor at that point. Thirty- 
si.\ hours later, after those batteries 
had tired 1,361 shot and 980 shells 
at the walla of the fort, the little 
garrison, under Major Anderson, 
gave up the unequal oonteet and 
surrendered. On the morning of 
the 14th Major Anderson and his 
command— less than 100 men — 
marched out of the fort with hon- 
ora of war, and embarked for New 
York. 

Thus the greatest and bloodiest 
of modern wars — a war In which 

some three million men were under 
arms, and In which 500,000 or 
thereabouts were either killed out- 
right or died of wounda or disease 
— waa precipltatad. 

A halt century has suffered to 
heal the wounds that were raw and 
bleeding, when the war closed, and 
now the bitterness of the conflict 
has been forgotten. Now it Is pa- 
thetically amusing to read the Im- 
passioaad and biased storlee of the 
battlea of the rabelllon that were 
written while the war was In pro- 
gress or immediately after Its dose.

wered an advertisement telling how 
thin women could be developed by 
his method of physical cultura. 

Olrard, ahe aald. indaaad bar to 
come to Atlantle City on March 9. 
He met her at the station, and, ac- 
cording to her story, he w-as so elo- 
quent over his method of develop- 
ment that she gladly consented to 
undertake a course ot treatment. 

She raaalnad only two weeks and 
then Sad. Har laonajr earriad her 
only to Jameebnrg, N. J., whera Ol- 
rard overtook her and brought her 
back. Then he cut her hair off and 
compelled ttie girl to wear boy's 
clothing. Thereafter, she said, he 
kept bor In snbjaetlon by threaten- 
ing to do her bodily barm. 

After repeated attempts to es- 
cape, she finally wrote a note to 
her mother on a iiaper hag and had 
It mailed. The family had been 
searching for the. girl ever since she 
left and bad eoaeladed she was 
dead. 

Olrard. the police say. admitted 
the truth of the girl's story. In let- 
ters found In his poaaeaalon It ap- 
pears he has been masquerading 
under various allasas. Several hun- 
dred letters from other young wo- 
men dealrlng better development of 
flgnra wera found In hla possession.

The following has been received 
from the Kentucky Agricultural Kx- 
perlment SUtlon. M. A. Scovell, Di- 
rector: 

Fruit trees ought to be sprayed 
twice regularly every year, once Im- 
mediatel.v after the blossoniiiii; pe- 
riod Is past and again In a week or 
ten daya. Whether or not they 
ahould be aprayad at other tlitoes 
dependa entirely upon what peats 
are present on the trees and wheth- 
er or not the trees have ever been 
sprayed before. 

Immediately after the bloaaomlnp 
period la paat, spray at oaea with 
tha following: 

Blueatone, 4 Iba.; lime, 4 Iba 
water. SO galloBs; artaaata of lead, 

3 tbs. 

Slake the lime and add enough 
water to make 2.". gallons. Dissolve 
the bluestone by pouring over It 
four or Ave gallona of boiling water, 
then add enough water to make SS 
gallona of blueatOM solatloa. Now 
mix the two thoroughly by pouring 
bucket by bucket In n barrel, and 
add the arsenate of lead, stirring 
thoroughly. It Is ready for use al 
once, and ia the beat preparation 
known for apple scab, rot. sad cod- 
ling moth. 

For peach and Japanese plum, 
use less bluestone and lime — 2 lbs. 
each. In ."0 ^rallons of water. The 
arsenate of lead ii^ay be reduced 
alao, to two pounds. Or. If preferr- 
ed, tha aalf-boiled llme-sulphur 
waah may be used for theae trees, 
but whatever la used, the arsenate 
of lead must be added to destroy 

the curcullo. 

I'se the Fame iiiiMutcs iiiul si)ray 
a aecond time a week or ten days 
later. If rota give trouble late In 
the aeaaoB. a third spraying may be 
needed, but la maay oreharda only 
the two early spring sprayings are 
necessary to keep the treea In good 
condition. 

When San Jose scale is i)resent In 
an orchard, spraying should begin 
In winter. It ia poaaible at this 
time to reach all of tha bark aur- 
face. and very strong preparations 
may be employed while the trees 
are dormant. 

For San Jose scale and other In- 
aects of Its family, spray In winter 
or early spring, before the budc 
swell, with the lime sulphur, wash 
with only preparations such aa coal- 
oU emulsion, or with strong soap 
solutions. LIme-enlphnr wash may 
be prepared sa followa: 

Lime, 20 lbs.: sulphur, 14 ms.: 
water, .'iO gallons. Slake the lime 
In a large kettle, adding at the 
same time and atlrring thoroughly. 
When slaked, add twenty gallcts of 
water and boll an hour. Then add 
sufBclent hot water to make a bar- 
rel of waah. Strain before using.

Our company lost one man In the 
fight at .Jackson. ('. H .tones wa.s 
mortally wounded and wus 'eft on 
the battlefield. After a march of 
40 miles our regiment' went Into 
camp at Morton Station. 
I General Grant followed us no 
further, bo that ho' suniiiier cam- 
paign ended with tlie liatlle of .fack- 
aon. We next i)Ut up I'.iir touts nnd 
erected on-- camp In iliat swampy 
country that no soldiers had ever 
camped in before. Washing of 
clothing and everything to make 
camp life pleasant, was done. 

As we had not been paid In a long 
time, tlie paymaster visitoii our 
camp and paid the boys In new five- 
dollar Confederate bills, but as cof- 
fee was five doilara a pound and 
flre-water five dollara a d ink and 
everything else In proportion, our 
money was soon gone. Our boys 
were soon rested from the hard 
campaign we had Just undergone, 
and every kind of game oi c ham 
known was indulged In for pastime. 

One event 'oeeurrsd during our 
stay at thla camp I shall never for- 
get, which shows our boy^ never 
forgot mischief. One evciiuii; an 
old farmer drove an ox wacoii info 
our camp loaded with roastinu' (ins 
and peaches. No doubt, he told his 
good wife his load would bring a 
thonaand dollara, but not so. By 
the time the wagon was still. It was 
covered with the boys, each with a 
five-dollar bill and grabbing wliai 
was In sight and at the same time 
calling for "change." While the ! 
old man waa changing tha first bill, 
hia prodttoa waa being carried off. 
He observed the dilemma he was | 
In and undertook to drive out. but 
the boys were on his wagon and 
one agaiuBt each wheel, wliich pre- 
vented him from moving. After all 
waa over, he drove out with one five 
dollar Confadarata bill and not hav- 
ing the same opinion of tha Ken- 
tucky boys he had when ha came. 

Our boys were now well rested 
and had enjoyed camp life flno in 
that swampy country. but now 
September had come and once more 
the Orphan Brigade was ordered 
back to Tanneaaea. 'While wa were 
resting up at this place, another 
desperate campaign was being 
planned. Orders bad come to bieak 
camp and to be ready to marrli, so 
the 1st of Sei)tember, 1863, we took 
the train for Mobile. There we were 
tranaferred to a boat and want up 
the Alabama river to Montgomery. 
Most of the boys were under arrest 
while on the river for shooting all- 
gators on the bank, that being 
against orders. At Montgomery we 
took the train and soon arrived at 
Tynar BtaUon, Tenm

NESTS OF SE AWEED. 

Vlaating Hemes For Flying Ptslr lirtlw 

Sargasso Sea. 

Science Is beginning to know a good 
deal more than it formerly did about 
that strange "drowncil meadow" In 
the Atlantic ocean southwest of the 
Asores whkh Is eallad tba Safgaaso 
sen. 

It Is. as Is well nndersfood, a vast 
aciiiintilation of a kind of seaweed 
which, uiilield at the surface of the 
water by Innunieralile little air vessels 
that act as floats. Is continually re- 
newed by the breaking up of Its fronds 
and the growth of the broken parts. 
Many (ishes have established their 
homes In it as well as numerous swim- 
ming crabs, small cuttlellsh nnd quite 
a variety of other creatures. 

Most remarkable of all Its Inhabit- 
«nts Is the mouse fish, which has |>ec- 
(oral fins developed In euoh a way as 
to resemble arms. By these it holdst 
•n to the fronds of the weed, a crea- 
ture of solitary habits, highly camivo- 
se«s and always waiting tot some 
pregr to come within reach. It is n 
fish of very peculiar spiienrance, with 
ever so many queer looking nppen- 
dagea, and in color it Imltatea closely 
the plant that affords It shelter, being 
green with white spots. 

The flying fishes that inhabit the 
floating meadow make ball like nests 
out of fronda of the weed as big as 
two flata. Snch balls are found float- 
ing and appear as if knit together 
with elastie threads. They are filled 
with egg*. Professor I.ouls AgnssU 
mistook them for nests of the mouse 
flsb. but Dr. Tbeoduru Giil. an en.l- 
nant antborlty. has proved this to have 
been an error. Each one of these 
nests Is composed of a single frond, 
which b.v commencing with the slen- 
derest outer brnnelilets and peeling 
them ancceaslvely off can be apread 
ont anttfo,— New York World.
